ployed. The employes arc covered 
by the terms of a national agree- 
ment Hull applies to all 1H7 shops 
fir brandies operated by this com- 
pany from Boston to Seat lie. 

The committee handling the ne 
foliations was headed by Lawson 
Wimberly, Assistant to the Inter- 
national President, and was chosen 
at a pre-negotiation conference of 
all local unions involved, held in 
Cleveland.. Ohio September 2S, 
11151. International Representa- 
tives Frank Bradshaw and Ed 
Heine also partiei paled in the nego- 
lialhius, 

I nder the terms of the present 
agreement, which runs until No 


\ ember !t I only wage adjust- 
ments could be requested this year. 
The average increase in pay ob- 
tained in the negotiations this year 
amounted to approximately seven 
and a half cents an hour. It has re- 
ceived approval by Wage Stabiliza- 
tion authorities. 

Sixth Increase 

Negotiations this year brought 
the sixth general wage increase 
for lit 'A TV technicians that lias 
been negotiated by IBEW since 
organization of these employes be- 
gun in 1JH7. At that time there 
were levs than '100 employes and 
only 12 or Ifl shops or brandies 
being operated by the UFA Serv- 
ice ('mu patty. 

Another arrangement which has 
been changed after 1 !147 through 
collective bargaining by IBBW is 
I be classification of employes from

branches having over 20 employes 
require a chief technician, who is 
covered hy the IBEW agreement. 
Fudcr the old system men with the 
same etnssilical ion often received 
different rates of pay, even in the 
same simp or brunch. 

IBEW came to the conclusion 
early in ! t*4S that a positive t rant- 
ing approach was necessary if 
television service work was to he- 
conic a well-defined, craft occupa- 
tion instead of a low-paid “miseeb 
laucoiis" job. Only trained, capa- 
ble workers are able to command 
craft pay rates. To meet this need 
IBEW negotiated an apprentice 
training program with the fit* A 
Service Fompany in 1B4X. 

The alphabet classifications were 
discarded. Filiform rates of pay 
for specilicd length of service were 
established There remained Hie 
problem of pun mg a training pro- 
gram into effect in a new field or 
industry (commercial television 
broadcasting did not begin until 
the middle of M46). Men were 
l icing shifted from one city to an- 
other as television stations began 
operating. This made tin* usual ap- 
prenticeship training met hods tin 
workable, so a Her a careful anal- 
ysis of the situation a home study 
course, coupled with shop instrnc 
Hon and on-the-job training was 
agreed upon. It appeared the best 
plan possible under the circum- 
stances.

Today* the use of plaster is so 
widespread, it is impossible to find 
a home, a sky era per, a chureh or 
a college, theater, auditorium, 
hotel or any other kindred struc- 
ture that has not been rein (breed 
and beautified by various plaster- 
ing materials applied by the 
trained plasterer* And the union 
plasterer is fur more than a good 
e raftsman, he is a trained, skilled 
artisan as many of the photos ac- 
companying this article will prove. 
And we must not forget the 
work of the skilled cement masons 
whose trade plays sueh a valuable 
part on our big engineering pro- 
jects- highways, bridges, ennuis, 
dams, irrigation projects hydro* 
electric plants, Ifood-cutil rol pro- 
jects, reservoirs, sewage systems, 
airports and many other develop- 
ments 1 1 in 1 contribute so much to 
the efficient way of fife as we know 
it in the America of today. 


Vos, every citizen of us, Ameri- 
can and Canadian, owes much to 
the Operative I 1 hurt overs’ and Ce- 
ment Masons' Internal ionu) As- 
sociation, We arc proud to pay 
tribute to them this month and 
bring you their story on ihese 
pages. 

Plastering began back in the 
days of the cavemen, when our 
primitive ancestors daubed day on 
the interior of their rough stone 
walls to make them sums »l her and 
warmer. 

Then primitive ntan left his 
caves and hid! I huts of sticks in 
the open. These lie p Iasi end with 
mud or clay to hold the sticks to- 
gether and keep out the rain and 
the wind. 

Anil very early in recorded his- 
tory we learn that lime plaster be- 
gan to la* used and the oldest 
structures and ruins still extant 
today contain specimens of lime 
plaster used both inside and mil 
side. Many of these structures 
must have been built over 4,000 
years ago and the quality of the 
plaster bears evidence to the fad 
that it was I be result of genera- 
tions of experiment and experi- 


ence, Probably the oldest struc- 
tures containing plaster are to be 
found in Kgypt. The Pyramids 
contain plaster in the burial chain- 
bora and passages. The palace of 
King Amettbotep at Telel-Amara 
which was built about 1400 IU\ 
con tni ns several floors of lime plas- 
ter still in a good state of preser- 
vation. And even the tools I he 
plasterer used 4,000 years ago do 
not differ *o very much from those 
used today. Dr, Flinders Petrie, 
who made a study of the plaster- 
ing lech nil pica used in the Pyra- 
mids, discovered hand limits and 
other tools which in design and 
purpose are almost identic 1 ;! I with 
the implements the modern-day 
plasterer uses. 

For many* many years, the 
plasterer has promoted his work 
as a menus to more sanitary dwell- 
ing p litres, but plastering has been 
known for its hygienic value many 
more years than most of us ever 
thought possible. Away back in 
1.100 l\A\ when the Book of Leviti- 
cus of the II fit if ttihh was written, 
in rhapter XIV, Verses 42-4S we 
find explicit instructions about 
plastering houses in order to 
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Cement finishers are among most skillet! of AFL Hnilding trades craftsmen.

the plague and to prevent a return 
of t he disease. 

1 I reek u rein! er t it re I m s a l Ways 
been put forth ns a model of 
beauty. Plaster was used exten- 
sively in early Creek structures— 
temples and courts and public 
buildings. Some of the a indent 
mills of Pompeii, destroyed in 7fi 
A If. contain many beautiful and 
well -preserved examples of the 
plastering art. 

In other emnitries, too. we find 
plasterers were ever active — -in ex- 
cavations found in Mexico and 
Yuen tun* in Mesopotamia and 
Pern — in the lieuutifi.il A Ilium bra 
of the Moors, we lit n l examples of 
r\(juisitc plaster m u. 

In addition tti the sanitary prop- 
erties of lime plaster, its fire- 
proofing ability hern me recognized 
many centuries ago. For example 
in England ns far buck ns 1212, 
King John issued an edict, just 
after the great fire of London, 
that: allc shoppes on the Thames 
slum Itl In- pla 1 st e red within and 
without; . . . that they may be safe 
from lire." 

Here in the 1 idled Stales, if 
plnsierers did not rome over on the 
Mayflower, they must have conic 
over on the next hoar, for plastei- 
ing from earliest days came to 
form a valuable purl of .our beaut i- 
f mI colonial architecture. 


A few days ago we talked with 
an oriiimicitUil plasterer who hud 
just recently worked with u group 
engaged in restoring the State 
Capitol Building at Annapolis, 
Maryland. This Capitol was built 
in 1752 mid the modern plasterers 
who restored it. found their job 
10*1 !<*o difficult because all the 

original work put in two centuries 
ago was still intact. It seems it has 
been the custom for many years for 
plasterers to seal coins of the time 
ami a little history of I lie job 
somewhere into the wall for fill ure 
plasterers to find years later. Mr. 
Charles Breen of Local Cnion fib, 
Washington, D.C., who was one of 
Hie crew of plasterers on the An- 
napolis job. told us of finding 
Kind i Mi pennies dated 1750 in the 
Capitol walls and tie also learned 
that the n Ulster plasterer on the 

original job had I one Thomas 

Dance from England. lie dis- 
covered that Dance was u '"union” 
plasterer, a member of the "Wor- 
shipful Society of Plasterers" of 
Loudon. 1 fin l he worked practically 
siimjeluindrd on the job. and i hat 
he fell from a scaffolding and 
was killed before the job was 
Completed, 

There ware many interesting as- 
pects to this job of its! oral ion. 
Much of 1 be material used in the 
walls was mi oyster shell mixture 
si ill in good condition. The center- 


piece for the Capitol dome was 120 
feet from the floor and nine feet 
across, Coder all l he ornamental 
plaster molds in the Capitol were 
bases made of mahogany and Mr, 
Breen gave us another interesting 
note on these nieasureinenfs were 
cut right into the wood, leading us 
to believe that pencils must not 
have been in Use for marking in 
those days. 

Another mast interesting resto- 
ration job of plastering occurred 
recently in the general renovation 
of T lie* White House. Here orna- 
mental plasterers piece by orna- 
mental piece, cornice by cornice 
and mold by mold, rebuilt every 
portion of the original modestly 
ornate plastering, to its original 
beauty. Names of t he original 
plasterers and coins were also 
found in the walls here mid some 
Hundred or more years from now, 
other plasterers will find names, 
coins and n job description sealed 
into the wall by members of Wash- 
ington Local Number fifi of the 
Operative Plasterers' and Cement 
Masons* International Association, 
giving details of the lfiol remodel- 
ing job. 

So much for a little background 
of the history of plastering in 
general and of its introduction into 
the New World* Plasterers organ- 
ized into unions at an curly date 
here in the Cubed States. They 
arc one of uur oldest International 
Colons* There was a Plasterers * 
Cnion quite active prior to the 
Civil War. It became a full- 
fledged union organization in 186-1 
when it began to function ns a 
national union under the title

eight -hour day was a condition 
most unions only dreamed of. 1 ho 
Plasterers at their (liiciitnati I'on- 
vein ion held in duly l SK4 t imaii i- 
moiiKly adopted a resolution pro- 
viding iliat all their local unions 
immediately initiate tin- eight-hour 
day into their working lives.

By 1 Kfls t hr eight-hour tiny had 
lieeu generally established in the 
plastering industry m ml the 1*1 .as- 
iercrs I ii im i then became one of 
the mosl active supporters of the 
Saturday ItnlNuilklay mid later a 
pioneer for the five-day week now 
in offer 1 throughout the industry 
both in lire I nited Stales and 
i Imada.

In 1SH4, tile title of the organiza- 
tion was changed to n pern live 
Plasterers' and Fenicut Finishers’ 
Inienmtionul Association, and in 
July of 1 U 1 5 an agreement was 
reached with the Ft died Brother* 
hood of Foment Workers which 
provided that I lie Foment finish- 
ers of that mwmzation would be 
admitted to the Operative Plaster- 
ers' and t Vmetit Finishers* Inter- 
tml ion a! A ssociat hm. 

As recent as January of this 
year, the tin me of the Association 
was am* in chunked from Operative 
Blusterers f and Foment Finishers' 
International Association to Opera* 
live Plasterers’ and Foment Ala- 
rms* Internal tonal Association. 

So much for a thumb nail sketch 
of tin* history of this interesting 
and progressive urbanization. Now 
we should like to bring to yon 
briefly a summary of the skilled 
work these Brother unionists of 
ours perforin in the building and 
construction field daily and some 
of the special ornamental tasks 
they arc often called upon to 
perform. 

We look at the smoothly papered 
avails or neatly painted ceilings in 
many a house or public building. 
Perhaps just a few weeks before 


those walls and ceilings were ir- 
regular construct hills of wood or 
metal laths. But a skilled workman, 
the plasterer, has Ikk*ji on the job 
nnd left a firm, smooth surface 1 hat 
will readily take paint or paper. 

It is an education in itself to 
watch a union plasterer perform 
Ins job. Jt is amazing to watch the 
know-how** which goes into mix- 
ing plaster to the right consistency 
for the demands of a particular 
job. lie knows when to put in a 
little ** ret h nler** to keep the 
plaster mass from set ting too 
quickly. He knows tricks too. If 
the plasterer runs out of the cone 
mcrcial "retarder,'* he knows a 
little sugar or milk will do the 
slowing-up job, while addition of 
a little salt will speed up the set- 
ting process.

The plasterer in applying ce- 
ment or plaster to walls, ceil tups 
ami exteriors, uses a set of tools 
peculiar to his trade. Among these 
tools is u “darby/" which is a 
board with a handle used to 
smooth the plaster after it has liecn 
applied and a “hawk/ 1 a square 
InMtrd on which hi* carries a supply 
of wet plaster. inker important 
tools are I its trowels and “doats' f 
which are flat or right-angled 
forces of short iron used to smooth 
l lie plaster on walls and tit narrow 
corners. 

Fur interior plastering, a rough 
cast of f>lastcr is first applied to 
the metal or wood laths. This is 
the “scratch 1 1 emit and is made of 
sand, lime and water into which a 
quantity of animal hair or fiber 
lias been mixed. Tills mixture 
which dries quickly is firmly 
pressed bciwcen the laths and then 
roughened with a comb in order 
tu form an uneven surface to 
which the second coat will adhere. 

The second coat is known as the 
‘•brown" coat— a mixture of sand 
and plaster applied smoothly over 
the scratch coat. 

When the brown coat has berm 
smoothed or “browned” out to a 
perfect finish, the plasterer applies 
tlie final coat. This is a thin mix- 
jure of finish plaster* usually made 
up of dehydrated lime, plaster of 
Faria ami water. 

It is interesting to watch the 
skilled band of the plasterer as lie 
creates the perfectly smooth wall 
with Ids steel trowel and makes 
perfect corners with his angle 
Ikrnt — ' “farthering the angles'* is a 
term in common use with the 
plasterers. 

The stucco-work plasterer or 
stucco mason works on the out- 
sides of Imndiugs, giving exterior 
walls waterproof and decorative 
coverings. 

The cement finishers* also, are 
usually outside workers. We arc 
familiar with their work of making 
pavements and runways and I lie 
many jobs they perform on various 
types of buildings. 

The ornamental plaxTerer com- 
bines a true artistic sense with his 
skilled training to turn out some ol^ 
tlu* beautiful decorative plastering* 
jobs which we know so well.

making of decorative panels, cor- 
niniHt, posts, shields, rosettes, mu* 
da 1 1 ions, all fancy items which arc 
part mid parcel of the ornamental 
plasterer's job. 

It is interesting to learn how 
molds arc made. 

Sometimes 1 lie plasterer Inis nn 
original model from which I lie 
molds may he made- for exam file 
nil the new plaster deeorntioUN re* 
produced for the White Mouse 
renovation were made in inutils 
created from the whole or parts of 
the original models* ufuimes how- 
ever, in a new building, the plas- 
terer must make his own min let 
Tills he does, hy actually modeling 
his design in day. This is allowed 
to harden. Then lit era I [y a fence 
^ of plaster is erected around the 
model. It is routed with grease (a 
mixture of paraffin and kerosene I 
and then it is covered with Inn 


gelatin. (We vvalehed I his gelatin 
being prepared for molds— put on 
the stove to boil in 100 pound 
lots.) When this gelatin hardens, 
it is removed from the model and 
constitutes an nee urate mold which 
limy then Ite filled with plaster, 
thus making the desired easts to 1 h« 
used in the hid (ding. These plaster 
easts arc reinforced wit It a line 
grade of burlap, imported from 
Kruiland. Tiny miming designs 
for borders are reinforced with 
heavy twine. 

The small ortm mental plaster 
decorations are stuck to the wall 
with wet plaster. Those too heavy 
to lie held in place with plaster 
alone are first fastened with 
screws and wooden reinforcements. 

Needless to say it takes skillful 
training and lots of practice before 
the young plasterer can turn out a 
workmanlike job. That is why 


plastering apprentices spend four 
years in training and cement 
masons three years before they are 
accepted as journeymen. 

We visited Local ITiion !M*s 
Plasterers* apprenticeship school 
til the Nation’s CnpdaL Tin* young 
Apprentices arc trained on the job 
daily, hut one full day every two 
weeks they couie to Bell Vocational 
School to learn ihc art of orna- 
mental plastering. Mere they work 
in a room a pail of which simulates 
1 he lobby of t lo" White House with 
its decorative cornices, ceiling 
medallions, vie. The instructor, 
Mr, Thomas Turnbull, told ns this 
model has been torn down and put 
hunk hundreds of times. The pic- 
tures on these pages will give you 
an idea as in the kind and quality 
of work 1 he hoys are trained to do. 
They enjoy their work, too, and in 
their spare time it*s the obi case 
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of tin* sailor on short* leave, for I lie 
plasterers make liookrinR vases, 
lumps, etc* very lovely ones. 

There is nmeh we eon Id say eon- 
earning the wink of the plasterers 
iind their line union if spare per- 
miMed. There are phases id' their 
work we have not even touched 
(lie use oi plaster in the emit ion 
of sen lie effects and backgrounds 
for the production of tno vin li pic- 
ture* anil stage plays, for example, 
an* l the import an I part plastering 
lias played in rerent years ill 
noi 1 1 id - proofing. 

The < I pent live Plasterers have 
done mite 1 1 tu improve and promote 
I heir worthy trade.

Simplicity of Form 

According to exports, enrols are 
songs with a religions impulse that 
are simple, popular and modern. 
TIhm are generally spontaneous 
and direel in expression with shn- 
pi idly of form, Carols were not 
always reserved solely 1‘or the

Actually, enrols do 
have an ancient origin and the 
meaning of the word carol 11 is 
usually traced through the Latin 
and Creek words which meant "to 
dance in a ring/ 1 Thus the first 
carols were songs which were ac- 
companied by dancing and this 
combined exercise of dance and 
song found its way from pagan rit- 
ual into the Christian church. In 
the sixth century a church eoiin- 
eil forbade secular songs and 
dunces in churches, hut the prac- 
tice persisted well into the 13tli 
century. At Christ mas time the 
traditional crib and stable were 
set up hi the churches and the 
enrols worn sung and da need 
around it. 1 1 is said that St. 
Francis of Assisi was the first to 
use the Christmas crib and its 
attendant decora turns as a symbol 
of the Nativity and to him is at- 
tributed much of the present popu- 
larity of I he carol. 

The first Christmas enrols had 


much of the folk song and little of 
religious atmosphere about them. 
Some experts say that this ballad- 
type carol is Hie only trite Christ- 
mas carol since these songs have 
been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation and are truly 
the creation of the people, By 
these same experts, other Christ- 
mas songs are classed as hymns — 
those which have known mm posers 
and which arc more elaborate 
musically. 

The Oldest Carol 

Tl ie loth century saw the begin- 
ning of Christmas earols as we 
know them and I here are numerous 
carols dating from that time which 
are extant today. One of the very 
oldest is the "Cherry Tree Carol” 
which is based on an old legend 
related in the Coventry mystery 
plays. Another of early origin, but 
pel'll a ps a bit more familiar is the 
traditional " I Saw Throe Ships. 11 

While such carols as these were 
simplicity itself they show a de- 
finite breaking away from the mu-

It Is believed that 
some unknown writer thought that 
it \vm the sort of hymn which 
1/uther would have sung while put- 
ting his child to sleep and so 
credited the song to hint. 


A Philadelphia Story 

Another current favorite which 
is a product of the l!Hh century 
was written right here in America 
in Philadelphia* It was in ISfi-s 
that the rector of Holy Trinity 
Church there. Bishop Phillips 
Brooks, was asked by his Sunday 
School children to write a Christ- 
um* song. Remembering his visit 
tu the Holy Land three years be- 
fore, where he hud visited 1 lie 
Church of the Nativity, Bishop 
Brooks composed the words to *'0 
Little Town of Bethlehem/' His 
el lurch organist, Lewis II. Reduce, 
wrote the music and today I hr 
hymn is a Christmas favorite.

designed to foster the establishment of unions under 
democratic auspices in these countries, Some of the 
intended recipients have already been designated: 
India. Pakistan, Syria, Lebanon. Egypt and (irtwi 
among others.

Don't he a Statistic 

With the ml vent of winter anti its attendant ice 
ami snow, the National Safety roimril has put fort h 
its statistical prophecy ns to the mi in her of per- 
sons who will lie killed Or maimed on icy Highways 
in the course of tin* next three months. The figure 
is high. Somewhere in these Tinted States are sev- 
eral thousands of people who will not live to see 
spring, hern use their lives will lie snuffed mil in 
tragic automobile accidents this winter. Others will 
never walk again, while some few will lie blinded 
and many hundreds will spend from one to three 
months in hospitals in easts and splints. 

The National Safety t YuuiciFs (‘oiiimittce on 
Winter Driving Hazards has spent years in authori- 
tative research, and come forth with the following 
precautions to avoid accidents and traffic troubles 
lids winter. We list them for you here: 

(1) Mel 1 he * * feel of the road by I lying your 
brakes while driving slowly ami when no other 
vehicles tire near 

(21 Ail just your speed to road and weather con- 
ditions, Realize that synthetic tires skill and spin 
more on snow and ice than pre-war tires, although 
cold synthetic rubber wears better and performs 
normally on wet or dry pavements. But slow down 
on snowy or icy roads so you cun stop when von have 
to. 

(fl) Tse tire chains for severe snow or tee condi- 
tions. They cut braking distances on cars and trucks 
JO tii TO percent and provide needed si op sin d-go 
traction. Kven with definite help of chains, careful 
driving is necessary. 

(4) Follow other vehicles at a safe distance — - re- 
member that, without elm ins. it takes from three to 
12 times ns far to stop on snow and ice as on dry 
concrete. 

(5) When you have to slop, pump your brakes 
up and down jamming them on may lock the wheels 
and throw your ear into a skid. 

(fii Keep your windshield and windows dear of 
snow and ice, fog and frost, lie sure your headlights, 
windshield -wiper blades, mid defrosters are in good 
working order. You inns! see danger to avoid it. 

Brothers and Sisters, rend and heed. Be careful. 
Don’t take chances. When the final accident figures 
are com idled this year don't be among them. By 
acting sensibly and driving carefully, refuse to be 
a statist iet 


Thar's Gold in Productivity 

There was an interesting item in the October Issue 
of Fmiitnt\ big business* magazine. It 

stated that workers' productivity had skyrocketed 
till'd added that this is ‘‘perhaps the most startling 
and important fact a bon I I lie l\ S. economy. '* The 
magazine went on to point out that out put in the 
past three years has risen more than a third as much 
us it did in the pnsi 'JO years, and with an increase 
of only four percent tu tlu* work force in the past 
three years. For/ run called the increase in production 
per man hour “extraordinary** and prophesies an- 
other sharp increase in the coming year an increase 
running perhaps os high as live or six percent for 
both manufacturing and the whole economy* Even 
n mere three percent gain, the magazine points out, 
would amount to a $IM billion offset to inflation and a 
six percent gain would amount to a $2f) billion rise 
In output, with no increase to either manpower or 
produel ion costa. And then Fortune points out 
another salient fact “This advance in productivity 
would be sufficient to carry the rising defense load 
without inflation.'* 

And there Brothers and Sisters, is where your 
A.F. of L. steps inio tin* picture, for what Fortum 
hus Htifla ftti to ftoinf out, is that such an increase 
in productivity should make possible higher wages 
without an increase in prices. 

This is exactly the new wage policy being proposed 
by A.F. of T members of the Wage Stabilization 
Board, as pressure for wage increases l h returns to 
force a new price raise. 

Fuller! ive bargaining be date, has compensated 
working men and women for work performed. When 
mir working men and women turn out their work 
more efficiently, using new methods ami machinery* 
they have a right to expect a share in tlu* profits 
which result from this improved production. Thus 
far WSB has only partially recognized the commonly 
accepted practice of sharing the results of increased 
efficiency with the workers. If the new wage policy 
proposed by the A.F. of L. members of the Wage 
stabilization Board is accepted, workers will have 
a chance to advance their wages without causing ad- 
ditional in flat ion and the real purpose of wage 
stabilization will t*c realized.

town news that the community enjoys 
reading* 

However, there’s more to printing 
a newspaper than writing up stories

or taking a picture. In addition to 
l lie hundreds of men and women re- 
porters, feature story and editorial 
writers, cartoonists, artists, and pho* 
tographers, there must be hundreds 
of behiiid-the- scene workmen em- 
ployed to produce the metropolitan 
daily newspaper. 

The printing trades naturally con- 
stitute the bulk of these workers, but 
many other trades are necessary to 
keep these giant newspaper plants op- 
erating each day. Among these trades 
are the electricians, who play a vital 
part in the production of these news* 
papers. In St, Louis, Local No. 1 
members are employed in these news- 
paper plants. 

One of the St. Louis dailies, the 
St, Loo is fiosUlHapatch, owns and 
operates radio station KSD and tele- 
vision station KSD-TV, and, all elec- 
trical construction and maintenance 
Is done by Local No. 1 men. Radio 
operators are I.B.E.W., and stage 
hands arc I.A,T,S.E. members. 

The morning newspaper, the Si. 
Lon is Glohe-tJQino&rat, operates radio 
station KWK which also is 100 per- 
cent AFL union with all operators 
and maintenance men members of 
LB.E.W. 

Local No. 1 holds exclusive bargain- 
ing rights for its members and en- 
joys % r ery fine labor relations with 
these newspaper plants. 

In August, Local 1 renewed its 
yearly contract with both metropo- 


litan papers, and so continues hue 
working conditions. The contract 
calls for the maximum increase in 
hourly wages allowed, which now is 
$2.7?) per hour for day work and 
$2.85 for the night shift journeymen. 
Foremen receive the usual additional 
compensat ion. 

This unusual contract in addition 
to an increase in wages, calls for an 
apprenticed raining program. It rec- 
ognizes a 10- hour work week and 
the six major holidays as double- 
time days. This contract also provides 
vacations of 10 working days with 
pay for one-year employes* to 15 
working days after two years. A very 
liberal sickness and accident benefit 
clause is an outstanding section of 
the newspaper agreement, and pro- 
vides benefits of full pay up to 18 
weeks, and half pay thereafter for 18 
weeks. 

Local No, 1 is extremely proud of 
our labor relations with St, Louis’ 
great, newspaper publishers, whose 
new papers serve the people within a 
radius of 150 miles around St. Louis 
through daily delivery service,

Public Suffers from 
Federal Power Projects 

LJ\ 17, DETROIT, MICH, — Brothers, 
Federal power or Government con- 
trol amounts to a group of bureau- 
crats who believe in socialistic ven- 
tures to be paid for from public 
funds and the deficits supported by 
special funds with no regard to the 
efficiency of operation. 

Free enterprise means that u per- 
son or persons have enough confi- 
dence in a product that they are will- 
ing to use their personal finances in 
the manufacture and selling of this 
product. The employes, public and 
stockholders profit from this venture. 

In the dark dim days of the early 
thirties when unemployment was 
very prevalent, a group of socialistic- 
minded men gathered together in 
Washington* These men advocated 
that the Federal Government should 
take over more and more local au- 
thority, One of their favorite themes 
was Federal power. This power was 
to be developed from harnessed water 
power from flood control, reclamation 
and river development projects. The 
electrical energy developed would be 
sold to customers who were without 
electrical service* This electrical serv- 
ice would be cheaper than that of 
public utilities and would not compete 
with private enterprise. All this 
would create a great demand for 
equipment and create employment. 
These statements were accepted at 
face value by Congress anil appropri- 
ations were made for the develop- 
ment of Federal power. 

As time passed, discrepancies ap- 
peared in the statements made by 
Federal power authorities. Examples 
are as follows: Federal power trans- 
mission tines were paralleling lines of 
public utilities in direct business com- 
petition which is contrary to their 
original promises; pressure applied 
by Federal power authorities forced 
seme of the public utilities to sell 
their properties to Federal power to 
protect the interests of their stock- 
holders; customers and employes suf- 
fered from this change of ownership; 
customers didn’t receive the efficient 
service under Federal power as re- 
ceived from public utilities. 

Public utilities are very conscious 
of their customers* needs ami give 
immediate service with highly trained 
craftsmen from the LB.E.W. The 
public utilities pay local, state and 
Federal taxes while Federal power 
projects are largely tax exempt. 

The employes who are members of 
the LB.E.W. had to take pay cuts, 
loss of working conditions# loss of 
pensions and some lost their jobs 
entirely by a dictatorial government 
agency. Examples are as follows: 
The State of Nebraska is u public 
power state. Prior to 1045 this state 
was served by six f ree enterprise 


utilities, each having union contracts. 
Today under public power there are 
no contracts. Over 400 members of 
the LB.E.W. of Seattle, Washington 
were transferred from free enter- 
prise to a government operation and 
our Biot hers had to take pay cuts, 
fewer paid holidays and less benefits 
than they enjoyed from free enter- 
prise. They even lost their pensions. 
Our Brothers working for a Utility 
in Arizona and for the Puget Sound 
Tower and Light have had similar 
experiences. 

When utilities are converted to 
public power operations, the unions 
are told that the rights of its mem- 
bers are cancelled because public 
power districts would not, under the 
law, enter into a contract with an 
equilateral triangle where public, 
employes and stockholders receive 
equal consideration. 

The local unions under the 
LB.E.W. in collective bargaining have 
won a high standard of living and 
excellent working conditions for their 
members. We as members of the 
I.B.EAV. believe wholeheartedly in 
free enterprise. As highly specialized 
craftsmen, we have been able to ad' 
vance the standards of our craft of 
linemen under free enterprise?. We 
are very proud of our heritage and 
are obligated to pass this on to our 
children. To do so we must read up

By no direct solicitation, by 
laws or otherwise can unions require 
other crafts of the same employer to 
use concentrated action to cease work. 
In other words, the law requires 
unions to use methods either sneaky 
or underhanded or forget the whole 
thing.

WSB Sanctions Wage 
Increase in Boston 

L. V. 103, BOSTON, MASS.-— Things 
are really humming around Boston 
these days. Our newest wage increase 
which had been pending sanction by 
the National Wage Stabilisation 
Board has finally become effective. 
This means a 20 cent increase bring- 
ing the scale for journeymen lo $2,80. 
Our new insurance plan is deducted 
from Hits leaving $2.75 per hour for 
the envelope. Our conference board 
reported that our contractors were 
mart* than cooperative and the agree- 
ment talks showed a fine spirit exist- 


ing between our employers and the 
union. This amicable spirit is some- 
thing we here in Boston are proud of 
and shall endeavor to preserve al- 
ways, Local 103 owes an orchid and 
a vote of gratitude to our Internation- 
al President Dan Tracy, whose co- 
operation as a member of the Wage 
Stabilization Board in Washington 
effected this Increase, in view of the 
fact that the increase puts our scale 
five cents over the existing ceiling, 
Tt is also noted and appreciated that 
we are the only local to have this 
distinction. 

While we are on the subject of 
wages, here is an interesting observa- 
tion : How often today do we hear the 
commentators and friends of Taft put 
the blame for inflation on the rise of 
wages. Every time we pick up a 
newspaper or turn on the radio we 
hear this erroneous argument. Let’s 
take a look at this argument ami see 
where it. is false. Wages have been 
frozen by the Wage Stabilization 
Board for some time. But , * , prices 
have not been curtailed. Poods ami 
commodities have gone sky-high mak- 
ing our dollar worth less and less. 
Here lies the cause of inflation. How 
can these observers make these state- 
ments about wages being the cause of 
inflation when they have been frozen. 
Prices dictate the wage scale and as 
long as they are not curtailed and 
proper ceilings put on meats, grocer- 
ies and rents as well, the necessity for 
wage Increases is inevitable. Bear this 
fact in mind Brothers and don’t fail 
to use Ibis argument when you hear 
the rise in wages blamed for inflation. 
As Mr, Swayze says, "Glad we could 
get together, see you all next month."

Red Cross Speaker 
At Safety Meetings 

L. U. 110. ST. PAUL, MINN.— On 
Wednesday, September 12, 1951, in 
the assembly hall of L, U. 110, the St, 
Paul Electrical Contractors 1 Associa- 
tion and Local L’nion 110 sponsored 
the first of a series of safety meetings. 
President Rrissman introduced, as 
the first speaker, Dr. Kjelland, repre- 
senting the American Red Cross. Dr* 
Kjelland outlined the history and 
background of first aid service. Due 
to the effort of first aid programs and 


safety programs, modern industry has 
become the safest place to work, while 
at the bottom of the list is the farm- 
ing industry, 

Aug, E. Hansen read the report of 
the Joint Safety Committee, Business 
Manager Brett and President Briss- 
man represent Local 110 and the Con- 
tractors' business manager, Dan Gep- 
hart completes the committee. 

Much interest was shown as Ml", 
Hansen displayed the three sizes of 
safety kits, and outlined Ihe size of 
job each kit should accompany. 

Introduced by President Brissman 
was Ihe main speaker, Clarence A. 
Dow, assistant director of safety at 
the Northern States Power Company, 

The first part of Mr. Dow's speech 
dealt with the dangers of low voltages. 
The speaker explained, low voltages 
range down to 25 volts. Causes of the 
majority of accidents are carelessness 
in handling low voltages, and a man 
being preoccupied 


Low voltage fatal electric shocks 
cause death by upsetting the regular 
pulsation of the heart muscles. 

Voltages above 1000 volts paralyze 
the breathing organs, causing breath- 
ing to stop. According to records of 
recovery from shock, the Scheffer 
prone pressure is most successful. 
The greatest factor in its favor is 
that it can be applied immediately. If 
this method is applied in the first 
minute after shock, the victim has a 
90 percent chance for recovery; the 
second minute, 70 percent, the third 
minute, 30 percent and after that 
practically none. 

Other factors governing whether a 
shock will be fatal are length of con- 
tact, path of current through the 
body, type of current and physical 
condition. Should a person be fa- 
tigued, his chance will be greater for 
a fatal shock. 

In the event of a fatal shock while 
on a pole, pole top respiration should 
be started immediately, Mr, Dow 
told how pole top artificial respiration 
saved the lives of three men, all 
receiving 4,000 or more volts. 

There have been cases of shock 
victims being brought back to life 
after four hours of artificial respira- 
tion, so don’t give up until rigor 
mortis has set in. Don't take the 
responsibility of saying the victim is 
(lead, 

Safety measures to avoid shocks 
are: have a wholesome respect for 110 
and 220 volt current, presence of 
moisture lowers resistance, and the 
most dangerous place in the home is 
the bathroom. 

The average resistance of a dry 
hand is 5,000 ohms, while a calloused 
hand can be as high as 1,1)00,000 
ohms, and a hand that is perspiring 
as low as 300 ohms. 

At the conclusion of this speech, 
Mr, Dow gave these answers to ques- 
tions asked by members present: 60- 
cycle current is three times as potent 
as d. c. of the same voltage; cold 
applications have no effect in either 
case; no congestion present in electric 
shock; prone method stressed over 
pulmotojr; no sure method for heart 
failure; no difference in symptoms, 
victims can have one or both at the 
same time: keep patient warm and no 
stimulants until victim recovers, 

Mr, Dow introduced Stanley Kroon 
of the Northern States Power Com- 
pany, Engineering Department, Mr, 
Kroon gave a very good demonstra- 
tion, outlining each step thoroughly 
and completely. Brother Walter V. 
Weber served as the shock victim. 

Other cases of apparent death from 
stoppage of breathing can also be 
brought back to life, such us victims 
of asphyxiation and cave-in victims, 
by the prone method. 

Mr. Kroon stated, in answer to 
questions, artificial respiration should 
be started after natural breathing is 
less than 4 times a minute, 14 pounds

Power House Due 
For Colorado Springs 

Ij. U. lift, COLORADO SPRINGS, 
COLO.' Well Brothers here is L. U, 
113 again to see if we can pass on to 
you a little of what is happening in 
our neck of the woods* 

The City Department, of Public 
Utilities is in the process of putting 
in a new power house. Due to the 
expansion of Colorado Springs, and 
the Pike's Peak area, with the accom- 
panying high increase in consumption 
of power, the city finds it necessary 
for this step. The new plant will in- 
clude two 15 K.W. units with an esti- 
mated cost of one hundred seventy 
eight dollars per K.W. The city- is 
shooting for the fall of 1962 as the 
completion date. Mr. Fred Wiley the 
City's Superintendent of the electrical 
division is in charge of the construc- 
tion and installation on this project. 

The contracts for all phases have 
not been let as yet, but here are those 
which have been. Ring Construction 
Co, has tin* general for the substruc- 
ture; Kansas City Steel for steel; 
Springfield Co. for boilers; General 
Electric for turbines; Westinghouse 
for transformers ; Worthington Pump 
Co, for condensers; and the Electrical 
Construction Co. of this city has the 
sub contract for grounding. 

While on this subject I would like 
to make it plain that at present it is 
estimated that local wj remen will be 
able to handle ail electrical work on 
this job. Perhaps this will save some 
Brothers time and expense knowing 
in advance their help will not be 
needed. 

At present all our membership is 
working; which we hope will continue 
far into the future. 

Before closing this article I would 
like to remind the Brotherhood that 
another election is coming up in the 
not-too-distant future, and that it he 
hooves us all to do a little campaign- 
ing on our own. It would pay ns all 
to begin in our own household. It 
seems to me that a lot could be done 


in the education of our own wives, to 
the fact that voting for candidates 
who will be in accord with our labor 
organizations, will be of assistance 
when making out that household bud- 
get. It is only through unions that 
our laboring population has reached 
its present standard of living, and it 
is only through labor that we will be 
able to maintain and better this posi- 
tion in the years to come. This should 
prove to one and all that we should 
continue the good fight; for higher 
wages and lower costs. This can only 
be accomplished by getting men and 
women in our government, anil our 
homes who will fight to remove the 
anti-labor laws from our national and 
state legislation. These people of 
government could also cut down the 
enormous and excessive profits made 
by some firms; thereby lowering the 
cost of living for us the greater popu- 
lation of these United States. Come 
on gang let’s get busy; register this 
lime; vote and vote right; also see 
that the little woman does the same. 
While we are about it, work on those 
friends and neighbors. I will close by 
apologizing to those wives who are 
staunch supporters of unions and 
their fights for the betterment of our 
way of life, I only wish that all our 
wives were equally well educated 
about the aims and principles of our 
unions.

Plant Jurisdiction 

L. U. IS, DECATUR, ILL.— “Now it 
cun be told" — officially, that is, that 
Local 146, l.B.E.W,, has the jurisdic- 
tion over the electrical construction 
workers to be employed on the big 
new Petro Chemical Plant soon to 
be built just west of Tuscola, in 
Illinois- It has been a long, uphill 
fight to gain recognition as the right- 
ful local to represent the electrical 
workers on this particular job and 
most of the credit is due to the un- 
tiring efforts of our own A. C. Kohli, 
business manager of Local 14b. 

Very few of even our own member- 
ship will ever know or appreciate the 
sleepless nights and the untold head- 
aches, not to mention the expense 
from his own pocket at numerous 
times, which Armine Kohli gave un- 
selfishly in his efforts to gain the 
jurisdiction which means so much to 
members of Local 146. 

More good news is the letting of 
contracts, finally, on the long-awaited 
remodeling of the Macon Arms Ord- 
nance Plant (formerly known as the 
Garfield Atomic or Houdaillo-Hershey 
Plant), The general contract has been 
awarded to the Roy W. Christy Con- 
strue lion Company of Decatur, and 
electrical contracts are to be let on 
November 2, The bids are by invita- 
tion, and eight firms have been asked 
to bid. The three Decatur firms are 
Blades and Campbell, Krlgbaum Elec 
trie Company and Swam Electric 
Service. Other firms invited to hid 
are Long Electric Company, Inc., 
Peoria, Kelso- Burnett Electric Com- 
pany and Fish back, Moore and Mor- 
rissey, Inc., both of Chicago; Ander- 
son Electric, Inc,, Danville and Voile 
Electric Company, Springfield.

Extends Contract 

L. U. 149, PITTSBURGH PA On 

October 26, 1951, balloting was con- 
ducted at polling pluces throughout 
our system to determine whether or 
not our new contract for 1952-11)53 
would be accepted or rejected. It was 
accepted by u very narrow margin. 
The action of the voting membership 
in almost rejecting lhe terms of the 
contract certainly belied the stories 
which emanated from certain Sources 
to the effect that our membership was 
happy and satisfied without any 
change in the existing contract. Since 
our old contract expired September 
30th, with no offer from the com- 
panies, a 30-day extension was agreed 
to, the extension to expire October 31, 
1931. At a mass meeting of the mem- 
bership, held on October 19th, the 
terms of the new contract were an- 
nounced to the members. The Ne- 
gotiating Committee, taking into con- 
sideration the possible adverse results 
of arbitration, very reluctantly rec- 
ommended the acceptance of the offer. 
Brothers Andy Johnson and Ted 
Naughton, International Representa- 
tives, who sat in on the meetings, 
spoke on the difficulties encountered 
hi trying to get the companies to 
increase their offer, and, as did the 
Negotiating Committee, they too, re- 
luctantly recommended accept unco, At 


this mass meeting, it was decided by 
majority vote to hold a secret ballot 
on the issue and the result of the 
vote Was as stated above. 

1 believe it is an accepted fad that 
it is very difficult to write a contract 
between a union and an employer on 
a largo scale, which is acceptable to 
everyone concerned. Wliut some may 
benefit In, others will not; certain in- 
equities will bo resolved which will 
give one group a few cents per hour 
more than another; monthly rated 
workers may receive something which 
will be to their advantage and which 
will not apply to hourly rated workers 
or vice versa. Perhaps, some day, 
a master-mind will come up with a 
formula for a union contract which 
will make everyone happy. 

Charles H. Martin said farewell to 
his fellow employes in the Telephone 
Department of the Equitable Gas 
Company, on October 31, 1951. Charlie 
was presented with a bond as a retir- 
ing gift from the local. Good luck, 
Charlie, and may your retiring years 
be both pleasant and many,

able Gas Company responded very 
well to the Community Chest Cam- 
paign for 1952 here in Pittsburgh, It 
is gratifying to report that union 
membership participation was loo per 
cent, which Indicates a fine spirit of 
cooperation, not only to the com- 


munity but with each other as well.

Mare Island Employs 
L. U. 180 Members 

I.. V. 1 HO, VALLEJO, CALIF.— Since 
a large part of our membership in 
Local Union t BO is made up of ma- 
rine w icemen. Civil Service and main- 
tenance electricians, I would like to 
devote most of this month's article to 
them in recognition of the many and 
varied tasks they perform and in ap- 
preciation of their many and valuable 
contributions to our Brotherhood. 

Vallejo is the home of Mine Island 
Naval Shipyard, one of the oldest and 
largest Navy Yards in the country 
and scores of our Brothers are em- 
ployed in the several electrical de- 
partments at this establishment. 
Many, like yours truly, work in Shop 
X-51 , the Electric Shop, engaged in 
installing, manufacturing, repairing 
and maintaining the many, many elec- 
trical systems and electrical equip- 
ment used aboard modern warships. 
These systems include power of 440, 
220 and 110 volts, lighting, tele- 
phones, intercommunications, signals 
and warning systems; gun fire con- 
trol systems that control and fire both 
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the small ami large guns automatic* 
ally, separately or in unison; radar 
systems that give eyes to the ships 
through darkness, fog and distance; 
sonar systems that probe the depths 
of the sea and give n true, clear 
picture of things underwater; radio, 
with all the ultramodern equipment 
for transmitting and receiving mes- 
sages around the world. Then, there 
are the gyro compasses ami system 
of hearing indicators that give the 
true heading of the ship at all times 
and transmit this information to the 
places where it is necessary and es- 
sential, and the underwater log sys- 
tems, giving speed and distance, like 
an automobile speedometer, 

There arc many, many more of the 
same sort, all intricate and involved, 
all interesting to work with and about 
which many, many articles could be 
written. Some of these are nf the re- 
stricted class and information con- 
cerning their operation is not avail- 
able for the general public. Some are 
confidential— almost secret — and are 
accessible to only a few' of the more 
qualified, experienced and proven 
trust wo r t h y e mpl ayes. 

Since these systems are so numer- 
ous, I \v i 1 1 a Mem] it to e x p lain on 1 y on o 
of them, letting this example serve to 
illustrate the complexity and intricacy 
of nil, for Instance, the gun lire con- 
trol system (FC) that does just as 
the name implies. 

There are many types of guns 
aboard modern warships, including 
20 mm., 40 mm,, 3", 5*, 8" and up to 
ifi guns, as well as rocket -launchers, 
depth-charge launchers and hedge- 
hog, or rocket projectors. Each of 
these firing pieces can be operated in 
one of four ways : first, in man t ml 
control, they can be trained, sighted 
and fired by manual cranking of 
wheels and triggers; secondly, in 
httml control, they are trained, sighted 
and fin <il by electric motors Linder the 
control of men riding seats on the 
gun itself; third, in automatic con- 
trol, they can be operated separately 
from a remote control director or in 
any desired combination. They can 
also be operated from a main battery 
director. Lust, but not least, while in 
automat a* control, they cun lie oper- 
ated entirely by radar control without 
a human hand directing them in any 
way. 

During any of the automatic oper- 
ations, many factors go into the con- 
trolling of gun fire. Most of these 
factors are automatically put into a 
computer by means of electrical im- 
pulses or signals, there to be added, 
subtracted and computed for cor- 
rected directions for coni rolling the 
guns* One of these factors is own 
jthipV course, or true bearing in de- 
grees of longitude, put in automatic- 
ally by the gym compass system. An- 
other factor is target hearing or the 
direction the other ship or plane is 
traveling, put In by optical equipment 


or by radar, sonar, etc* Ship's speed 
from the underwater log system, tar- 
get speed from optics, target distance, 
speed of approach or departure, angle 
nf approach or departure, the time of 
flight, or time necessary for a shell 
to travel to the target, the speed and 
direction of the wind and its effect 
on the shell fired at the target, tra- 
jectory nr the amount the shell will 
drop as it covers distance, plus fuse 
setting, so that the shell will explode 
near the target and not before or 
after. Para I ax is another factor vita! 
to fire control and must also 1 m* put 
into the computer. This allows for 
the difference of angle ami height of 
the director from the gun itself. For 
instance, the director may he well, 
above the top deck of the ship and 
perhaps up near the bow, while the 
gim may he on the main deck and on 
the fan tail of the ship, ho there is 
quite a difference in line of sight be- 
tween director and gun, 

AH of those factors, plus others, 
are received by the computer, digested 
instantly and t hr? corrected signal 
transmitted automatically to the gun 
or guns, training, pointing and firing 
them in just the right direction and 
at the right time so that the shell 
will lie exactly where it's supposed 
to be at exactly the right time. 

So much for a thumbnail descrip- 
tion of gun fire Control systems. 

Thousands and thousands of feet 
of cable go into these installations, 
cable that is vastly different from 
that used out m the trade. Similar to 
telephone cable or parkway cable, it 
ranges in size from a single *3000 cm. 
conductor to no *3000 cm. conductors 
and in sires of one, two or three 
conductors up to 1,000,000 cm, The 
conductors are embedded in a water- 
proof compound, covered with cloth 
and rubber with an outer sheathing 
of aluminum braid. In ft fire control 
Installation as described above, there 
will be an average of 10,000 feet of 
cables, ranging from two conductors 
to 44 conductors each. The larger 
sizes cost as much as five dollars per 
font, so cable must be measured ac- 
curately and installed carefully to 
avoid waste. 

Some pieces of equipment installed 
with these systems cost us much as 
$100,000 each and can he seriously 
damaged by a wiring error, so hook- 
ups must Vie made carefully and ex- 
actly with many checks and double- 
checks before power is turned on* 

Many of the Brothers are engaged 
in overhauling and repairing genera- 
tors, motors* amplidyncK and other 
ratin' equipment, while many more 
work on the instrument, switchboard, 
gyro and electronic departments. 
Others are employed by the depart- 
ments that construct and maintain 
the Yard buildings and equipment 
other than Mini used aboard ships 
and, still others operate the great 
power plants lhal furnish electric 


power for the whole establishment* 

.So* again, we salute these com int- 
ent, hard-working* experienced ^elec- 
tricians and make public recognition 
of their valued cooperation in our 
organization. 

In the near future, we will salute 
and describe the duties of many other 
of our Brother members engaged in 
Civil Service and maintenance jobs 
in our area.

Tragic Death in 
B. C. Plane Crash

Some IS years ago, the electors of 
this Province authorized the B, C 
Government to set up a hospital In* 
aurance scheme. Save for the ex- 
penditure of some $200,000 on fart 
finding, no positive action was taken 
to set up the scheme, although the 
need for such a pi an was exploited 
by various shysters who promoted 
schemes that hud to be closed down 
by the Attorney General. Public pres- 
sure forced t he Government to launch 
a scheme which turned out to he ill 
conceived, the money spent evidently 
didn't produce the right kind of facts. 
When the premiums were increased, 
the great indignation of the public 
caused the trade unions to circulate a 
monster petition* to which of course 
the Government turned a deaf ear* 
Incensed by the flagrant disregard 
of the petition by the Government, 
some of our Executive Board recom- 
mended that the local set up a Politic- 
al Action Committee, and after con- 
siderable discussion at two consecu- 
tive meetings, this was done.

isn't It, the effect that the words 
“ Constitution, and Politics" can 
have on a union member, or perhaps 
it was a case of "each for himself and 
God for all of us" like the elephant 
said as he danced among the chickens,

now with something that we are 


proud of and have a right to crow 
about.

I suggest that 
our L O. draw up a plan to submit 
to Ihe rank and file and to the con- 
tractors and their associations and 
see if we cannot conn* to some agree* 
ment, satisfactory to all, I believe 
any city having a local in it should 
draw a 10-mile radius from the center 
and anyplace outside of that limit 
should call for traveling time. Now 
I bet that gets a holler from lots of 
places, but at the same time it takes 
care of a condition that came up in 
the last war when a local contractor 
was handicapped by having to figure 
traveling time to arid from a project 
while an outside contractor could call 
on the L 0. to man the job. That is 
the reason the I. 0* should and could

British Elections 

Reviewed from Canada 

I,. l\ 333. TOliONTO, ONT„ CAN- 
VI) A — Although the Labor Party in 
England has suffered a defeat and is 
in power no longer, the party is far 
from bring finished anil could finite 
easily he put back into power within 
a very short time* It was only the 
outstanding leader of the Conserva- 
tive Party and world conditions that 
brought about the change in Govern- 
ment. Tli is party now finds itself in 
the same boat the Labor Government 
was in after the last election— that is, 
with too small a majority to be able 
to relax and enact legislation which 
it considers desirable* 

During its six years of government, 
the Labor Party brought about many 
changes which Iwmefitcd the masses of 
(leople. It would tie well nigh impos- 
sible for the new governing body to 
take away these improvements. The 
fact is that, no matter what party 
is in power* socialism is there to stay. 

The return of Churchill to the posi- 
tion of Prime Minister will add great- 
ly to the international prestige of 
Great Britain, as, without a doubt, 
he is one of the great figures of Eng- 
lish history and there is a need for 
his talents as a leader just now in 
world affairs. The once mighty Em- 
pire has lost a tremendous amount of 
riches due to two world wars, the 
second of which she fought alone until 


almost financially exhausted. England 
is still far from being a second-rate 
power but she needs a leader now 
who is ca[iahle of preventing the 
Empire from deteriorating any farth- 
er and, judging from past records, 
Churchill is the man for the job. 

in Ontario, we have our own pro- 
vincial elections to look forward to, 
although it will be all over by the 
time this letter is published. The 
Conservative Party has been in power 
for quite a number of years now, and 
it is more than likely they will still 
he in power after the election. The 
opposition party is the CL C, F. which 
leans considerably more to the left 
than does the Liberal party. Although 
the Liberals are making a strong bid 
in the present campaign, it is not 
liked y that they will replace the 
C. C. F. as the opposition. 

We have had prosperity in Ontario 
since about 1940 and, all the while 
the people prosper, they are not in- 
clined to make any changes in Gov- 
ernment. It is only during hard times 
that they want changes and it ix 
pretty certain that, if we do suffer 
another depression, the C. C, F, will 
take over. It was during the depres- 
sion in the 1930 T s that this party was 
born and, if it had not l>een for the 
war in 1939 with the resulting pros- 
perity* we would have had a Socialist 
Government in Ontario long ago* 

The Toronto civic elections also 
take place in the very near future 
and should be of particular interest 
to union members, as a union man is 
running for controller. He is Ford 
Brand, secretary of the Toronto Dis- 
trict Trades and Labor Council, and 
a very capable mail. He ran in last 
year's elections and lost out by a 
very narrow margin and, if union 
men will get out and vote, there is 
little doubt but that he will lie suc- 


cessful this year. It would be benefi- 
cial to the community as a whole and 
to working people in particular to 
have a Labor representative on the 
Board of Control, and it would he 
hard to find a better man than Broth- 
er Brand to fill this position. In our 
recent dispute with employers, he was 
our nominee on the Conciliation Board 
appointed by the Minister of Lal>or 
to deal with the matter, and he did a 
very commendable job for us at that 
time. 

It may he rushing the season, but 
this is the last issue of the Jotun vl 
before Christmas and, therefore, the 
hist opportunity to extend season's

Underground Duct 

Contract Negotiated 

L. |\ 111, SANTA ANA, CALIF. 
Perhaps one of the most significant 
contracts negotiated in recent years, 
was concluded last month by Local 
44 L It covers the installation of 
imrforgrotmd duet, such us flberduet, 
tmnsitc, soapstone, etc*. (excepting 
rigid conduit). The sign i ftcu nee of Hie 
agreement is not so much to be found 
in the articles themselves, but rat her 
in the fact that it smoothes out the 
differences in labor costs which ex- 
isted when both electrical and general 
contractor! were bidding far this 
type work. 

Briefly, the a i tides of agreement 
are as follows— journeymen electric- 
ians shall install, At and bandage all 
duct. Helpers shall distribute and 
handle all material and assist the 
journeyman as directed. On any job 
where three crews are employed, one 
journey mat i shall he a working fore- 
man, and shall receive the current 
working foreman's rate of pay, A 
crew shall consist of one journey man 
electrician and up to anil including 
five helpers. On arty job where more 
than three crews are employed, a 
foreman shall not work with toots 
and shall receive the wage scale for 
fn reman. 

The authors of this agreement are 
quick to admit I hut it is by no means 
perfect, yet anyone who understands 
the situation will readily see that the 
leniency of the contract towards the 
electrical contractor will put him in a 
positron to compete with those who 
employ common labor alone to install 
the duct, and will open new avenues 
for future Improvement. 

One of the biggest little jobs in the 
county is now in full swing at the 
new Northrop defense plant in Ana- 
heim. Mushrooming up from what 
was a thriving MG acre nntngc grove 
•'Id days ago, ft now has all the roof 
trusses up and is about one-third 
covered. The building has one-quarter 
million square feet of floor space and 
is scheduled to be completed early 
this winter. It will employ about 2500 
persons in the manufacture of gun- 
sights for the Army,

NVY. when hundreds of delegates of 
all Unions in New York City, Joined 
with the officers and members of the 
Central Union Label Council of Great- 
er New York in a pilgrimage to the 
grave of the late Brother Charles E, 
Sinnigcn, in St. John’s Cemetery to 
hold memorial services.

600 Electricians at 
Kentucky Atom Plant 

i,. r. ski. paducah, ky.— with 

apologies for our inadequacy, wc 
wish to send our regards Ln all, from 
the land of Blue grass, the home of the 
Kentucky Derby, the home of the 
Veep, and the home of Local 816. 
Due to some misfortune, our Broth- 
ers and friends have not been proper- 
ly informed of the conditions existing 
in this and the surrounding locality 
relative to the advancement of con- 
ditions in our jurisdiction. Abstain- 
ing from the apology 1 will endeavor 


to enlighten you. Knowing the obi 
proverb, “Better to l»e quiet and 
thought a fool than to speak and be 
known one/ 1 I tk-fy any superstition 
I might have and henceforth embark 
cm the trail of Irvin S, Cobb. 

The Atomic Energy Commission's 
Paducah plant Is now in full scale 
construction. I say full scale because 
iif the dense traffic encountered while 
journeying to and from the massive 
plant. Roads are adequate but ns all 
are in the process of repair, it neces- 
sitates slow traffic. I think soon this 
difficulty will Ik* worked out. Major 
operations here consist of erection of 
steel, concrete placement and earth 
work. By this you can see what stage 
we are in now. We have approximate- 
ly 000 electricians now employed tm 
this job iml peak employment: will not 
be attained until next spring* Of the 
total manpower here we only have u 
small percentage engaged in electrical 
work* which means our prospects are 
bright for future employment* 

The Tennessee Valley Authority, 
Shawnee steam plant, located 12 miles 
northwest of here on the banks of the 
Tennessee River, bns just announced 
an expansion program there that will 
Increase its units to 10 and revision 
of I he total capacity heretofore as- 
certained when plans were first an- 
nounced. This project, along with 
their Johnaonvilte Steam plant and 
the gigantic Kentucky Dam generat- 
ing station* establishes this section as 
an electrical center surpassed by few, 
if any, other sections* Progress there 
is on schedule and from reports we 
get, the conditions existing there are 
good. 

Besides these wc have two major 
jobs announced for the Calvert City 
urea. Air Reduction Company is con- 
structing a lb million dollar job along 
with Goodyear Rubber Company, 
which Is building about the same size

job. We have men on these jobs now 
hut mainly for temporary wiring and 
maintenance. They should be going 
by 1 J)I>2. Then we have our local con- 
tractors who are establishing them- 
selves with the residential and com- 
mercial jobs now in progress. 

We need electricians now. The scale 
here is $2.50 per hour with double 
time for all overtime. The atomic job 
is working six days at eight hours 
per day. The Shawnee steam plant is 
five days at 10 hours per day. We 
are proud to repay the many locals 
who furnished work for us when we 
had slack periods. Many boomers are 
here now and many more will be as 
soon as materials and work schedules 
are worked out. As a personal remark 
! would suggest each business man- 
ager contact Mr. John M. King, our 
business manager, and inform him as 
to how many men they can furnish. 
If you happen to he working out of 
some other local besides your home 
local, just contact us yourself. 

Now I would consider myself un- 
just did I not furnish you with other 
information you should know. The 
housing situation here is steadily get- 
ting better. New housing projects are 
being completed and numerous trailer 
courts have already been filled by new 
residents. Others are still in construc- 


tion stages. The cost of living has 
spiralled all over the country so it is 
no worse here than any other locality. 
Also you probably ate interested in 
the school situation. Just now the 
schools are crowded hut still ade- 
quate. By next year our schools will 
be able to absorb any increase in 
pupils if designed fdans develop as 
they surely will. Also one major com- 
plaint is that the state of Kentucky 
has authorized the McGraw Company 
to withhold the state income taxes 
from the payroll checks. Not being 
politicians we have no control of this 
situation. 

Last, but not least by far, the 
strikes you have been reading so 
alarmingly much about have been 
numerous but short. This situation 
probably arose over some misunder- 
standing by all parties concerned. Mr, 
King, our business agent, who is also 
secretary of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council, has worked 
diligently to solve the major part of 
these. Most have been involving a 
few crafts but we neither advocate 
nor condemn because we do not know 
the facts. We do know the policy for 
settling a grievance, however, and 
most have not conformed to same. 
Several committees are now investi- 
gating this situation and through 


mutual coordination we can see 
promising results which will enable us 
to enjoy the work here.

Brother Brophy at the age of 17 
was unable to get in the service dur- 
ing the last war hut his parents per- 
mitted him to join up with the Mer- 
chant Marines. There he saw service 
in the Mediterranean Sea and was in 
three invasions — Africa, Sicily and 
Italy, He was also in the merchant 
fleet that ran the blockade through 
the North Sea to Archangel, Russia, 
and sailed the Japanese and China 
Seas, After leaving the sea as an 
electrician's male first class, lie ob- 
tained work at l he Harmon Shops on 
the New York Central. He immedi- 
ately became a member of Local 
Union 817 and was one of the charter 
members of Local Union Id'll when* 
it was formed in Harmon. Brother 
Peter Brophy, Pat’s father is also a 
member of our local. 

The officers and mem tiers of Local 
Union 1831 extend their sympathy to 
his family in their great loss.

for install jit ion am! servicemen 
cannot be doubted. It has l>ccu 
more than three yearn since the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion stopped issuance of any more 
construct inti permits for TV broad- 
cast staliutlH. Several highly tech- 
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nical engineering matters have to 
l te res >J ve d by the F Ct 1 be f ore 
there will be further expansion in 
she field. When this has been dime 
many new areas will be opened for 
television reception for the first 
time. 

This will bring more transfer 
anti shifting of men hut it will 
find IBKW in a much better posi- 
tion. The greatest need today, 
however, is more thorough organ- 


ization in the present areas of tele- 
vision broadcasting. This fact is 
clearly emphasized by comparing 
the rates established with the RCA 
Service Company against those 
paid in the unorganized shops. Tim 
journeyman rale of RCA techni- 
cians under the new wage schedule 
is $88,25 per 40-hour week. Very 
few other companies pay a com- 
parable rate and many employers 
have rates that are much lower. 

The RCA apprentice TV tech- 
nician rates start at $43.75 n week 
and increase each si\ months, un- 
der an apprenticeship period of 
42 months, to $88,23 n week a Tier 
42 weeks. Chief Technicians re- 
ceive $1 10.00 a week. 

Tim agreement covering the 
technicians employed hr RCA also 
a p plica lo employes classified as 
stockmen. These workers are em- 
ployed in the stockrooms at the 
various branches and perform 
work in connection with the parts 
and supplies used by the techni- 
cians, Stockmen *s rates* which 
were also increased during the 
Hint negotiations, range from 
$44.50 to $70.50 per 40-hour week.
